CONGRESS AND CUBA. 


Congress has wasted but little time 


with the Cuban question since its fo- 
cussing by the President In his mes- 
sage of Monday last. The tension of 
expectancy resolved

in the lower house of Congress, yet af- 
ter all was said and done, it ivas found 
that despite the unseemly wrangle and 
disturbances, all were practically of 
one mind.

Congress has gone on re- 
cord flat-footed, and unqualifiedly in 
favor of immediate intervention in Cu- 
ba by the United States, and that be- 
ing the case there can be but one re- 
sult—either the Spanish must draw in 
their horns and submit peaceably to 
our ruling or else open hostilities must 
at once ensue.

man attacks by the Spanish troops on 
a defenceless 
population, 
still 
the 


blowing up of the Maine stands out as 
the central figure of our grievance. As 
was very truly said during the course 
of the debate, even though the Spanish 
government is not dlrecLly responsible 
for the disaster, still it is equally as 
guilty from the standpoint of criminal 
negligence. 
This is the kind of talk 


and the sort of stand that will be ac- 
ceptable in every American home at 
this time. During all these latter days 
of debate, diplomatic intrigue and dis- 
cussion, it looked as If the outrage to 
our warship was being treated as a side 
Issue and there were many -who de- 
plored this and wanted to see it made 
that principal feature of our wrath. 
The spirit of revenge is a hard one to 
satiate, and until there is a thorough 
retaliation for the loss of The hundreds 
of brave marines who went to death at 
their posts of duty through, the cow- 
ardly onslaught of a hidden foe the 
wrecking of the Maine will remain a 
score yet to be wiped out.

The Company Sticks to 


Its Old Policy of 


Co-operation, 


Once again the Oakland Gas Company 


hns announced a cut in tho price of gas. 
The minutes of the comp?",y's meetings 
show that this cut was decided upon last 
December,. and was to take effect on 
July 1st. In the meantime the consump- 
tion of gas has increased to such an ex- 
tent, on account of the growing favor of 
gas stoves, that the company is enabled 
to put the reduction In foroo two months 
earlier than originally planned.. The cut 
just announced is a generous one, and 
amounts to nearly 15 per cent on Illumi- 
nating gas and to nearly 22 per cent on 
gas used for cooking purposes. Tho pres- 
ent price of gas for lighting purposes Is 
$1.75, and it is reduced to $1.50; for cook- 
ing purposes it Is J1.60, but will after May 
1st be 51.23. 


Gas making, like every other industry, 


is being brought to a point where It can 
be carried on at a much less expense than 
formerly.

solid In approval. The entire evening 
was spent in discussion. 


In opening 
the debate, 
President 


Taylor called for a. report from the con- 
solidation committee recently appoint- 
ed. It submitted the observations that 
suburban districts seem more disposed 
than of yore to discuss the contemplat- 
ed movement and ventured -that time 
would see its consummation. 


Director Kalm was first called upon 


for remarks. 
Said he: 


"I've been away for a little -while and 


have had opportunity to see the result 
of consolidation.

But If you should 


bring 16,000 men, women and children 
from Alameda you -would not find two 
n favor o£ consolidation. I have ta- 
ken notes upon the question In my of- 
fice and have yet to find one man la- 
vorable to the measure. 


"Since 1874 Alameda lias acquired In 


city property 
$975,000. 
We can now 


give Oakland points In water, price and 
quality, 
and also 
in electricity. 
"We 


claim that we are getting electricity 
cheaper than, any other olty in the 
United States, except where water is 
used as a motive power. 
"In ten years -we will have no taxes 


except for our banded indebtedness. 
We have had no question raised with 
regard to our water front. We contem- 
plate opening- all our streets to the 
front and allowing free wharfage. 
In 


some respects a little money might be 
saved by consolidation, but the addi- 
tional expenses in other respects would 
greatly offset these. 
A campaign of 


education would not do much with Al- 
ameda. Our offlcials take pains to ac- 
quaint themselves with these various 
propositions, and not yet has one spo- 
ken in favor of consolidation. If in the 
next ten years you can show to us that 
you are reducing public expense faster 
than we are, we will be with you. I'd 
like to be present with you some even- 
ing and show you how Oakland can 
cut her expenses in half without any 
consolidation." 


President Taylor suggested that the 


Board take advantage of this voluntary 
proposition 
and set 
an evening for 


Lamborn to present his case. 


Director Taylor was called to express 


an opinion and after an. apology on 
grounds of ignorance, said: 
"In unity there is strength. For that 


reason I favor the measure of -consoli- 
dation.

The natural limit of Oak- 
land on the south is the Contra Costa 
line. I believe a united city and coun- 
ty -the best arrangement Oakland could 
have." 
'Berkeley was next heard from in the 
person of H. Scotchler, who said: 
"It 
appears to me that 
the only 


question is whether or not Alameda 
will unite. If she does the others will 
have to. With regard to the consolida- 
tion of Oakland and Berkeley, I al- 
ways thought It would have, to be some 
day. I doubt the -advisability of con- 
solidation this year, although I don't 
know that the matter will be any ibet- 
ter next year. 
With regard to the 


financial part of the matter we think 
we understand it pretty well. The fig- 
ures that have -been quoted may be con- 
strued in different ways, and we are 
not so ready to admit their benefit to 
us.
